1 started taking meals 
to members who were ill. Now 1 help the Sierra 
Madre Skilled Nursing Facility by collecting news¬ 
paper, and 1 furnish cakes. 1 try to tind prizes 
for bingo and comfort items for members of the 
facility. And then there’s the VA hospital. We get 
together fresh fruit, cheese and crackers. One man 
told me he hadn’t had any fresh fruit for a long 
time.

Sierra Madre explores impact of 
possible hillside development 


'*■ Clem Bartolai, mayor of Sierra Madre, believes 
it’s time for the city of Sierra Madre to review 
its hillside development ordinance. 

Charles Martin, city attorney, told The News 
Monday that Sierra Madre has “nothing on the books 
restricting hillside developments, nothing other than 
the size of the lots, a minimum of 75(X) square leet, 
which is the same no matter what the topography 
of a lot happens to be.” 

Martin contitiued, "Most cities have an Rl-H 
zone which makes for dilleretit subdivisions, ter¬ 
races, et cetera.” 

Ai iicxi week’s City Couneil meeting Bartolai 
plans to request a 45-day moratorium on hillside 
development to review lindings ol the Planning 
Commission scheduled lor this evening. The 
commission begins work on the same item tonight; 
however, Bartolai told The News that he believes 
this is just the beginning of decision-making. 

"I don’t expect they’ll be finished by the end 
of the meeting of the 5th but I’d like us to review 
some of the information resulting from that 
meeting. We could have initiated an emergency 
moratorium last week (at the Apr. 26 council 
Uteewng) but 1 want to be upfront in telling every¬ 
one of my intentions,” he said. 

What response will he expect to receive from 
developers in the area? 

"I don’t know. The ultimate result ol the ordin¬ 


ance when it’s in place does not prevent all hill¬ 
side development. 1 do think what will happen 
is much more responsible development. It will 
prevent liability by the city for alluring development 
to take place. This is also to protect individuals 
who do build homes. It is not a one-sided thing. 
I’m sure of one thing: 1 feel the developers could 
fed they’re being picked on, that it’s (the prospective 
hillside development ordinance) is anti-development. 
It’s not. Everything has to start somewhere. No 
matter what happens someone is going to feel he 
or she is being put upon. It is to protect property 
owners and developers. My intention ol getting 
the moratorium going was not to direct it at any 
special development or any special people.” 

The News asked Bartolai how he feels about 
the prospective Chantry Flat development by the 
Lawson Martins and his response follows: “1 couldn’t 
give you an intelligent answer. 1 haven’t looked 
at any plans whatsoever. I’ve heard briefly what was 
stated at an earlier (Mar. 8) City Council meeting. 
It would be inappropriate for me to judge what’s 
taking place based on that brief presentation.” 

Mayor Bartolai continued, "If someone builds 
a home in our canyon, that, too, is hillside 
development. There’s very little flat land there. Any 
project above Carter would be considered 
‘hillside.’ ” 


Martins insist they are ‘not developers’ 


"We have ito special plans to continue develop¬ 
ment when we finish the three homes,” W. Larson 
Martin III told The News Monday. "Our intention 
is to build three homes and hold the land for invest¬ 
ment.” 

He was responding to the question posed by 
The News: "How soon are you planning to develop 
the whole area above Chantry Flat gate?” 

Martiti and his wile, Annette, ittsist that they 
have not hired a study for future developtnent ol 
a portion of the 1(X) acres they arc purchasing 
in the area. "1 have seen studies done by otheis but 
in my opinion they would never work in the area. 
These plans are floating around but they don’t 
belong to me. I’ve had an engineer work only on 
the three properties 1 plan to build on. 1 would 
say it’s not feasible to show the maximum 
developability of the property,” Martin said. 

He continued, "I do not have the lunds, the 
experience or the financial commitment to under¬ 
take something like that. We will hold the land. 

Martin was responding to the adverse reactions 
of the neighbors iti the Chantry Flat gate area who 


are concerned that Martin plans a much more 
extensive, development of the 100 acres (ol which 
about 15 percent can be developed) originally 
known as the Liliano tract. 

The Martins expect escrow to close in October 
and their realton, Douglas Delahooke, calls it a 
quick e.scrow. Delahooke informed the buyer that 
about 15 acres out of the 100 acres are potentially 
developable. The rest ol the land, he says, has 
unfavorable terrain and topography for develop¬ 
ment. 

Ruth King, one of the property owners of land 
just this side of the gate, said, “We feel alarmed, 
betrayed and totally misled. We do not plan to meet 
with Martin. We have nothing to say to him at this 
point. The gate is important. It is more important 
that we love Sierra Madre. What attracted us all to 
this community? W'hy lose all this so that a latid 
developer can become even more wealthy? 

Verna Chilton said, "We trust the Planning 
Commission and support the mayor s 
quest for protecting our natural heritage in Sierra

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Californians ask 
for tobacco tax 

Over one million signatures supporting 
an initiative to increase the tobacco tax by 
25 cents were delivered to voter registrars 
across the state recently by the Coalition 
for a Healthy California. 

The number of signatures submitted 
virtually guarantees the initiative a spot 
on the November ballot, and sets the state 
for the next major confrontation with the 
tobacco companies which have 
threatened to spend over $16 million to 
defeat the measure. Because it is a con¬ 
stitutional amendment/initiative, 654,000 
valid signatures are required. 

The proposal limits how the tax 
revenues can be spent. Twenty percent of 
the money will pay for programs to teach 
children not to smoke; 45 percent will go 
toward caring for the growing number of 
people who cannot afford health care; 5 
percent will support research into tobacco 
related diseases; and 5 percent will in¬ 
crease fire protection, preserve wildlife 
habitats and improve parks and recreation 
resources. An additional 25 percent will be 
allocated by the Legislature among these 
programs. 

“This is no anti-smoking crusade,” 
said Dr. James Nethery, chair of the coali¬ 
tion. “Smokers have a right to smoke. But 
they also are responsible for the con¬ 
sequences of their habit. Smoking costs 
all of us millions of dollars each year 
through increased insurance premiums 
and lost productivity. Smokers should pay 
more for the hidden costs of smoking.” 

California has led the nation in 
imposing restrictions on smoking through 
local ordinances and the first-in-the 
nation ban on smoking on commercial 
airplanes flying in California. However, 
two earlier state-wide initiatives in 1978 
and 1989 to restrict smoking were de¬ 
feated by an avalanche of advertising. 

“This is a pragmatic solution to some 
of the problems caused by smoking,” 
said Assemblyman Llody Connelly, 
sponsor of the bill which gave rise to 
the initiative. “Only smokers will pay the 
tax, most Californians won’t have to; and 
the proceeds will do us all a lot of good.” 

Organizers fear the tobacco com¬ 
panies will resort to the worst kinds of 
deception and manipulation in their 
ads to confuse the public. 

“Californians don’t believe the 
tobacco companies care about their health, 
and they know that the tobacco companies 
don’t tell the truth about their product.” 
said Carolyn Martin of the American Lung 
Association of California. “Consequently, 
they will have to hide their identity and 
choose other issues than tobacco and 
smoking to carry their message.” 

The tobacco companies are expected 
to ignore the smoking and health issue 
and treat the measure as a tax increase 
which goes to special interests, penalizing 
the poor and failing to achieve its 
objectives. 

“For the voters of California, it may 
come down to the question of trust,” 
said Martin. “On the one hand the 
physicians, the voluntary health agencies 
like the American Cancer Society and Lung 
Association, health educators and fire¬ 
fighters are urging a ‘yes’ vote on the 
tobacco tax; and then there are the 
tobacco companies saying ‘no,’ ” she said. 

Recent endorsements include: San 
Jose Mercury, KGO-TV (ABC) San Fran¬ 
cisco, media; County Board of Supervisors 
of San Francisco, Contra Costa, Santa 
Clara, Santa Cruz, Santa Barbara, River¬ 
side. 

City Councils and Mayors who support 
the initiative so far are Los Angeles, 
San Jose, Sacramento, Mayor Art Agnos, 
San Francisco; and Mayor Larry Agran, 
Irvine.

First Aid Kit 


Your first aid kit should be tailored 
to fit your family needs! A small cardboard 
box with a lid works very well as a con¬ 
tainer. Other suggestions are: a fishing 
tackle box, a cosmetic case, a tool box. 
Keep the box in an easily accessible place- 
out of the reach of small children! Remem¬ 
ber special needs for special people in 
your family (extra pair of eyeglasses, 
toys for children, sugar for diabetic, etc.) 

Basic First Aid Kit Items 


1. The following items are recommended 
as basic items for a family aid kit 
(reference: American Red Cross “Family 
Health and Home Nursing”). 

Sterilized gauze squares (assorted 
sizes 2”, 3”, 4”) 

Roller gauze (1 each of 1 ”, 2”, 3”) 

Plain absorbent gauze pads (1-18”, 
1-24”X72”) 

Eye pads 

Triangular bandages (3) 

Packet assorted adhesive dressing 
such as Band-Aids) 

Roll adhesive tape(V 2 ” or 1” wide) 

Pair small scissors 
Pair tweezers 

Thermometers (1 oral, 1 rectal) 

Tongue blades and wooden appli¬ 
cator sticks 

Tube petroleum jelly or other lubricant 
Assorted sizes of safety pins 
Cleansing agent — soap 
Copy of American Red Cross text¬ 
book “Standard First Aid and Per¬ 
sonal Safety.” 


Non-Prescription Drugs 

2. A list of preferred drugs and supplies can 
be obtained from the family health pro¬ 
fessional. Some of the items to be 
considered and recommended may be: 

Aspirin or Acetaminophin (such as 
Tylenol) to reduce fever or pain 
Anti-diarrhea medication 
Antacid (for stomach upset) 

Emetic (to induce vomiting following 
poisoning) 

Laxative (the addition of fresh and 
dried fruits to the diet is aiso heipfuO 
Eyewash (large amounts of water 
work best) 

Alcohol 

Antiseptic or Hydrogen Peroxide 
Vitamin supplements 


Bandages 

3. Bandages can be easily made from 
sheets tom Into strips. You can use clean 
rags, disposable diapers, sanitary pads. 
Dressings can be held in place by these 
strips, men’s ties, plastic bags and nylon 
stockings. Improvise when necessary.

4. Additional items which may prove help¬ 
ful are:

Special Prescription Medications 

5. Contact personal physician for recom¬ 
mendation of specific prescription medi¬ 
cines such as: insulin, heart medication, 
high blood pressure medication, other 
essential medication. Also, obtain specific 
information from physician or pharmacist 
on: labeling, storage, how much to store, 
how often to rotate, etc for proscription 
medications. 


Storage of First Aid Kit 

6. a) keep in accessible place, such as a 
closet shelf near an exit door, but out of 
reach of children. 

b) Keep a list of the contents taped to lid 
of the box. 

c) Check contents periodically and re¬ 
stock supplies If used or too old.

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Menard returns to Sierra Madre 


The question, “How can we make downtown 
Sierra Madre more popular,” posed 15 years ago by 
Own Menard, was asked again by Menard at a meet¬ 
ing last Thursday of the Homeowners/Residents 
Association. 

Menard was hired by the city 1 'A decades 
ago to write the General Plan. 

He told the group Thursday evening, “The 
names are different; the facades are different, 
but the downtown is much the same . . . What 
can a person buy besides groceries? There are many 
things you must leave Sierra Madre to get. Clare¬ 
mont was in the same dilemma. Because of our col¬ 
leges we had a vast variety of people who needed a 
variety of food. Claremont and Sierra Madre are 
much alike. You could watch the trucks unload 
at the grocery stores or watch the haircuts 
being done.” 

Menard explained that Claremont is now known 
for its many different restaurants in the community. 
“We had very little but restaurants to attract.” 

He cautioned Sierra Madre residents, “The 


ment was written) what has been accomplished or 
not accomplished? Not a great deal has been accom¬ 
plished to bring in a magnet. I don’t know what 
your magnet might be. We wanted a magnet. Is 
it possible to get one now?” 

Menard answered questions about doing a 
census since many Sierra Madreans desbelieve the 
1980 census that shows Sierra Madre’s population 
at just over 10,000. “The state would do the 
census . . . the federal census is not terribly 
accurate. We’re not certain if Sierra Madre has 
10,000, 12,000 or I5,0(X) people. Remember, there’s 
a downside (in expansion) — more traffic and more 
crime. If traffic is based on the 10,0(X) census, 
would 15,000 be too many? We could be approach¬ 
ing the maximum.” 

When asked if Sierra Madre volunteers could 
do a census, Menard replied, “Yes. However, you 
might spend a whole lot of time then the federal 
government could say, ‘You didn’t do it the pro¬ 
per way.’ Remember that you’re dealing with 
massive bureaucraev.”

General Plan requires citizen participation. The state 
requires review periodically. Some (cities) review 
yearly. Some look at their General Plans every 
two to three years. The Planning Commission 
is required to review the plan annually. You’ve 
gone 15 years on the General Plan. Has it ever 
been looked at from time it was adopted in 1973? 
Has it been updated? No. The problems com¬ 
munities are facing today are completely different.” 

He continued, “The General Plan and zoning 
ordinances must be consistent. If you haven’t 
brought the zoning ordinances up with the General 
Plan, you’ve violated state law. The state could stop 
all zoning permits. The problem is no one knows 
if they’re consistent. They’re problems a whole 
lot of folks don’t care about. In little communities 
like Sierra Madre you don’t have major economic 
issues,” Menard said. 

He explained that writing the General Plan 
took “hundreds of hours with 70 or 80 people 
working on the plan. In that time (since the docu¬

ability to take private property For private reuse." 
He said, “There are laws to protect the rights 
oF the property owners. ‘Improper taking’ happens 
if you take property and rezone it, then tell the 
property owner he cannot have use oF his land." 

A member oF the audience asked IF anything is 
being done to see that sales tax is distributed 
according to where it is spent instead oF the source 
oF the tax and Menard’s reply was “no.” 

That was also his answer when someone asked 
iF there is such a thing as commercial rent con¬ 
trol. He continued that Claremont is concerned 
that storefronts are being rented to service rather 
than retail establishements. 

He said the city oF Claremont is, at the moment, 
looking into legal and creative organization that 
would stamp a commericial area as retail. 

Menard applauded groups such as the Home¬ 
owners/Residents Association being started to 
“encouraged the City Council and Planning Com¬ 
mission.” 

He concluded by saying, however, “Good plan¬ 
ning and good politics are not synonymous.”

School, teachers 
still negotiating 


MAYORS SUPPORT MOORE — Three local mayors, John Hitt, 
Duarte; Robert Harbicht, Arcadia; and Robert (Bob) Bartlett of Monrovia 
congratulate Judge S. Clark Moore in his chambers on announcing 
his candidacy as the incumbent on the June 7 election for judge 
of the Municipal Court, Santa Anita Judicial District. 


Dr. Stephen Goldstone, 
Arcadia Superintendent 
of Schools, said Tuesday, 
“Hppefully, we’ll have it 
(teacher salary negotia¬ 
tions) resolve^by next 
week.” Closed door 
negotiations continued 
through Wednesday. 

So far, the district 
and the teachers — 
Arcadia Teachers Associa¬ 
tion — agree on a 4.4 
percent total compensa¬ 
tion for the year 1987-88 
plus retroactivity, retirees 
and fringe benefits 
considered. Goldstone 
explained that also 
supported is the 
district’s position for a 
multi-year contract 
(three years consisting of 
’87-88, ’88-89 and 

’89-90). 

“In order to help 
us build a budget we need 
long-term preparation. 
If we have to negotiate 
each year, it is hard for 
us to plan,” Goldstone 
explained why the district 
feels it needs a three- 
year contract. 

A counter proposal 
summarization in- 
cludes a 4.4 percent total 
comp package for ’87-88 
which includes 4 percent 
for salary and .4 per¬ 
cent for the fringe bene¬ 
fit package. And the 
next two years, ’88-89 
and ’89-90, will have 


allotments open for the 
fringe and salary. Teachers 
also asked the district 
to explore the Central 
Valley Trust. 

Goldstone explain1||ilf 
it, “That’s something 
that is new to us. It is 
so new that we can’t 
act positively or nega¬ 
tively. We need to study 
it. With so much money 
going into the fringe 
benefits we can’t trans¬ 
fer money into a new 
trust. We want to be sure 
it is safe and well- 
managed.” 

Goldstone said, “For 
the remaining two years 
of the contract we need 
to address the cost 
of living increase. It 
takes 4 to 4‘A percent to 
maintain our program. 
We say if we get a cost 
of living increase of 

4.5 from the state, teach¬ 
ers will get it. If we get any¬ 
thing under that, they will 
get it. If we get above 

4.5 percent, they’d get a 
factor. Once we get above 

4.5 percent, we have dis¬ 
cretionary money and 
we’d be willing to share 
more.” 

Goldstone said the 
framework for additional 
agreements will be 
taken into consideration 
at the next bargaining 
session which was set for 
Wednesday.

not understanding; threats of running-avvay; 
threats of never leaving; anger — so much 
anger — love, so much love, and tears and 
hugs. I’m pretty lucky. 

For all those growing years, and the years 
of growing to come, 1 have a best friend. My 
Mom. And what a better way to say 1 love 
you than on Mother’s Day with this very 
minor tribute. 1 love you!

Madre. I really feel the Chantry Flat hillsides are 
as much a part of the cultural heritage of Sierra 
Madre as the Mt. Wilson Trail. I am concerned 
for the wildlife in the area and the issues the 
city would be addressing, such as erosion, earth¬ 
quake fault, traffic hazards, police and fire pro- 
tt*ction — those kinds of things that will have to be 
addressed.” 

Dr. .lacob Fakoory, another property owner in 
the aiea, said, “I would think that the City Coun¬ 
cil of Sierra Madre should have a plan for hillside 
development. We need some reasonable plan. One 
has to be cautious. Who knows where the truth 
lies? We need rules and regulations.” 

Delahooke, the realtor, said, “Mrs. Liliano 
had the land for sale for two years. Several people 
wanted it. Since the Martins (have gone into escrow) 
there is a very e.xperienced hillside developer who 
has presented a backup offer and there are others 
waiting in the wings (if the Martin escrow docs 
not go through). Utilities (the cost) to get up there 
will cxvst no less than $100,000. The land will appreciate 
but they have no intention of building. They are 
not intending to build more than two or three 
lots. I heard the city of Arcadia must have an 
overall proposal for the whole thing but the Martins 
don’t want to go to that expense . . . There is 
a sale and now we need to think about that gate 
(Chantry Flat gate). These arc the right kind of 
people. They are not profit motivated. We’re not 
talking about grading or carving up the hillside. 
Mrs. l.iliano is eager for a short sale. Because of 
her age she would like the cash to do some 
traveling. Many people have come up with the 
monev but Mrs. l.iliano is not interested in them.” 


Delahooke said that Mrs. Liliano believes the 
Martins will do a good job. 

Martin is with Travers Realty Corp. and his 
wife, Annette, is currently an independent real 
estate broker. 

Annette Martin told The News that she had 
met with Bill Willard of the Arcadia planning depart¬ 
ment wh.o asked for a general level of the building 
plans. “The bottom line is that we have no plans 
to develop the area . . We haven’t given any 

thought to that.” 

She said, “It is not our intention to sell out 
the land. Land is a good investment. Our plans 
right now do not include building. We plan to build 
a home for ourselves and maybe two homes for 
friends. We will hold all the rest of the land as an 
investment similar to the way Mrs. Liliano and 
existing owners have held it. We feel terrible about 
the commotion. We never had plans for building. 
We probably should have made it a point to tell 
our plans. The first step is always to discuss the 
potentials with people in the area. We suggested 
a meeting with the homeowners. We’d like to get 
to know them, understand their concern. It’s not 
our intention to undo anything they have done 
with the gate.” 

Annette Martin was referring to Chantry Flat 
gate which is open only during daytime hours 
for those who wish to go up into the forest 
area. It is closed from 9 p.m. to 6 a.m. daily, 

“Mrs. Liliano could have sold the property 
to a developer. We value our ability to not have to 
sell — just own it. What we own is an investment,” 
she concluded.
